A  FOURFOLD  LIFE  BUILDING  AT  CAMP  MINIWANCA 

Campers  and  leaders  who  come  to  Miniwanca  this  summer  will  find  on  the 
ridge  south  of  the  Tipi-Wakan  a  very  unique  "fourfold  life  building." 
It  will  be  in  the  shape  of  our  fourfold  emblem.  The  four  wings  of  the 
cross,  or  the  four  alcoves  will  represent  the  physical,  mental,  social 
and  religious  life.  The  building  will  be  used  for  inspirational  pur¬ 
poses.  In  each  of  the  alcoves  will  be  assembled  data  and  material 
dealing  with  each  phase  of  the  Fourfold  Life.  This  material  will  be 
very  carefully  selected  by  a  special  committee  appointed  to  do  this 
work. 


The  building  will  be  of  simple  construction  and  will  not  be  overlarge. 
It  will  be  a  place  of  challenge,  an  "I  DARE  YOU"  BUILDING  where  one 
may  go  and  spend  a  profitable  half  hour  in  contemplation  of  the  things 
that  enter  into  the  living  of  life  at  its  best.  Everybody  will  want 
to  come  to  Miniwanca  this  summer  to  help  dedicate  this  building. 
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Preparations  were  completed.  The  Religious  Education  Committee  was  quite 
intrigued  with  the  idea.  Announcements  had  been  made  for  three  Sunday  evenings 
in  succession  at  the  Young  People’s  Vespers.  The  local  newspaper  blossomed 
forth  with  an  arousing  account  of  the  unique  week  that  was  just  ahead.  A  spe¬ 
cial  committee  had  arranged  a  schedule  of  events  and  several  young  people  were 
signed  up  for  individual  conferences.  Everything  was  in  readiness  and  on  Satur¬ 
day  night  he  arrived!  He  was  none  other  than  R.  A.  Waite,  Associate  Director  of 
the  American  Youth  Foundation,  who  was  to  inaugurate  our  Youth  Week  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  morning.  For  one  solid  week  he  was  with  us,  giving  inspirational  ad¬ 
dresses  on  special  occasions,  conducting  personal  interviews,  using  the  fourfold 
questionnaire  as  a  basis,  visiting  the  homes  of  our  young  people,  chatting  in¬ 
formally  with  their  parents,  advising  some  regarding  particular  problems,  speak¬ 
ing  on  one  occasion  to  the  whole  High  School  assembly.  Finally  the  day  came  for 
his  departure.  Several  of  the  fellows  and  girls  went  down  to  the  station  to 
"see  Dad  off"  -  and  our  Youth  Week  was  at  an  end. 

During  that  week,  the  American  Youth  Foundation  made  a  great  contribution 
to  our  whole  parish.  We  are  still  enjoying  the  fruitful  results  of  that  stimu¬ 
lating  week.  Many  of  our  young  people  glimpsed  a  vision  of  the  possibilities 
that  are  theirs.  All  of  them  realized  more  fully  what  Christ  meant  when  he 
said,  "I  came  that  you  might  have  life,  and  that  more  abundantly." 

A  Youth  Week  can  be  an  effective  educational  enterprise  in  any  community. 
Our  Founder  directors  utilize  their  many  years  of  experience,  research,  educa¬ 
tional  technique,  and  adolescent  psychology  in  conducting  these  Youth  Weeks. 
During  many  of  these  "Weeks"  several  young  people,  for  the  first  time  in  their 
lives,  have  seen  a  true  picture  of  themselves.  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  personal 
interview  and  the  resulting  prescription  of  the  questionnaire,  has  been  the 
turning  point  of  certain  lives.  The  spirit  and  enthusiasm  that  exists  among 
young  people  and  their  parents  during  such  a  week  gives  new  life  to  the  commu¬ 
nity,  the  Church,  and  the  home.  A  Youth  Week  gives  dignity  and  prestige  to  the 
young  people’s  work  carried  on  by  local  leaders.  It  also  gives  these  leaders  a 
new  sense  of  their  responsibility  and  points  the  way  to  greater  achievement  in 
the  developing  of  youth.  Youth  Weeks  have  a  lasting  effect  on  the  individual 
and  on  the  group.  In  its  own  unique  way  a  Youth  Week  will  show  a  fellow  or  girl 
how  he  or  she  may  truly  follow  Christ  by  "advancing  in  wisdom  and  stature  and  in 
favor  with  God  and  man."

CONCERNING  OUR  YOUNGER  BOYS'  CAMP 

Our  Younger  Boys’  Camp,  the  new  five-year-old.  Miniwanca 
unit,  has  already  become  a  strong  link  in  the  Founder 
chain  of  Christian  Leadership  Training  Camps. 

We  pioneered  in  1930  with  24  boys  and  last  summer  we  camp¬ 
ed  with  74  different  lads  from  a  dozen  states.  Consequent¬ 
ly,  a  limit  of  100  boys  has  been  set  for  the  season  of 
1935.  Forty  per  cent  of  the  boys  who  attended  in  1934 
have  reserved  places  for  the  coming  summer.  New  registra¬ 
tions  come  in  weekly.  There  is  still  time,  however,  for 
you  to  suggest  the  names  of  younger  boy  camp  prospects, 
so  they  can  be  circularized  or  visited  by  one  of  the  dir¬ 
ectors  in  the  field,  before  the  camping  season  opens. 

A  camp  of  100  younger  boys  this  summer  will  require  a  staff  of  thirty  leaders  - 
all  of  whom  must  necessarily  have  training  in  the  Older  Boys’  Camp.  This  senior 

camp  training  is  the  unique  fact  about  the  leadership  staff  of  our  junior  unit. 

We  absolutely  rely  on  choice  older  fellows  to  make  up  our  high-class  junior  camp 
staff.  We  are  always  eager  to  have  men  who  have  camped  at  Miniwanca,  and  who 
have  already  developed  many  of  the  skills  essential  to  working  in  a  camp  of  ado¬ 
lescent  boys,  seek  positions  of  leadership  in  the  Younger  Boys’  Camp.  If  you 
think  there  is  any  possibility  at  all  of  your  being  of  service  in  this  junior 
camp,  please  correspond  with  Wadjepi  or  Gus  at  once. 

Yes,  the  Younger  Boys’  Camp  has  become  national  in  its  reputation,  and  it  should 

be  a  joy  for  all  Founders  to  assist  in  its  significant  growth.  It  offers  a 

recreational-instructional  program  of  balanced  activities,  which  is  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  popular  with  thinking  parents.  In  many  ways  this  unit  is  a  helpful 
stepping  stone  to  our  Older  Boys’  Camp-Conference. 

THE  PRE-SENIOR  CAMP  FOR  BOYS 

To  add  sound  continuity  to  our  Founder  line  of  training,  a  pre-senior  unit  for 
"older”  younger  boys,  about  15-|-  and  16  years  of  age,  was  inaugurated  in  1933. 

This  camp  will  be  conducted  for  the  third  year  this  coming  summer. 

Many  of  the  older  fellows  from  the  Younger  Boys’  Camp  stay  for  the  pre-senior 
session  and  then  go  into  Older  Boys'  Camp  for  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  summer. 

Of  course,  some  fellows  come  in  on  August  5th  and  stay  for  the  four  weeks  until 
September  2nd.  As  the  name  implies,  this  longer-term  camp  is  for  older  boys  just 
prior  to  their  introduction  to  the  intensive  Older  Boys'  Camp  session. 

Because  the  camp  is  generally  composed  of  a  relatively  small  number  of  boys,  and 
since  such  a  large  percentage  of  our  regular  Younger  Boys'  Camp  leaders  stay  over 
for  the  opening  of  the  Older  Boys’  Camp-Conference,  a  very  beneficial  set-up  is 
arranged.  Several  campers  and  several  leaders  make  up  each  tent  group.  Two 
courses  from  the  Older  Boys'  curriculum  are  offered  and  the  rest  of  the  day  is 
spent  in  the  usual  purposeful  Founder  type  activity. 

You  are  invited  to  share  this  unique  camp  with  your  young  boy  friends.  It’s  an 
ideal  way  to  become  acquainted  with  Miniwanca,  before  the  Older  Boys’  term  starts 
on  August  19th.  The  American  Youth  Foundation  now  offers  camping  for  all  ages 
from  ten  years  up  through  the  Leaders'  Institute.  The  Pre-Senior  unit  is  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  Founder  scheme  of  training. 
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PRESCRIPTIONS  AGAIN’ 


How’s  this  for  a  report  on  the  workings  of  the  questionnaire  by  a  real  fellow 
who  does  not  hesitate  to  affirm,  "My  evaluation  and  esteem  for  Miniwanca  seems 
to  grow  as  time  goes  on:" 

"I  received  quite  a  blow  last  summer  when  the  letters  P  M  S  R  were 
distributed  to  those  who  deserved  them.  For  the  most  part  I  have 
usually  ranked  in  the  upper  division  in  any  group  or  contest. 

Apparently  I  had  taken  my  success  as  a  matter  of  fact  and  had  as¬ 
sumed  that  I  should  remain  with  the  top  without  any  special  effort. 

You  can  imagine  the  awakening  which  I  had  when  I  found  that  I  was 
among  the  small  group  which  received  no  letters  at  Miniwanca  last 
summer . 

"I  decided  at  once  that  I  would  fulfill  my  prescription  to  the  best 
of  my  ability  and  opportunity.  I  am  very  glad  to  report  at  this 
time  that  I  have  completed  the  work  on  three  of  the  letters  -PS 
and  M.  Only  one  half  of  the  suggestions  for  R  have  been  observed. 

My  prescription  is  enclosed  with  the  things  which  I  have  accomplish¬ 
ed  typed  on  it. 

"in  filling  out  my  questionnaire  last  summer  I  feel  that  I  perhaps 
was  in  too  much  of  a  hurry  to  do  justice  to  myself.  It  was  espe¬ 
cially  after  the  letters  xvere  distributed  that  I  began  to  feel  that 
the  questionnaire  should  be  treated  with  a  less  flippant  attitude.”

NOTE  THE  CHANGE  -  During  the  first  years.  Camp  Merrowvista  was  held  at  the  end 
of  the  summer  and  the  number  of  young  people  attending  indicated  the  popularity 
of  that  period.  Ever  since  the  change  to  July  there  has  been  continual  pressure 
to  go  back  to  the  original  time,  so 

THE  MERROWVISTA  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

after  studying  the  matter  for  more  than  two  years,  recently  voted  to  return  to 
the  August  dates.  This  was  done  for  two  important  reasons: 

1.  Prospective  campers  were  prevented  from  coming  to  camp  by  other 
responsibilities.  Summer  school,  P.O.T.C.  camps,  haying  season 

on  the  farms,  and  working  schedules  cut  into  the  camp  registration. 

2.  Some  of  our  best  leadership  were  prevented  from  being  in  camp  by 
early  summer  responsibilities. 

The  committee  felt  that  camp  should  come  when  the  greatest  number  of  young  people 
are  free  to  attend,  and  that  since  leadership  is  so  vital  a  part  of  camp,  the 
dates  should  be  more  convenient  for  leaders.  It  realized  that  the  change  may 
have  some  disadvantages  due  to  business  vacation  schedules,  but  these  will  become 
less  bothersome  after  the  change  becomes  known. 

Many  campers  and  leaders  have  been  consulted  in  this  change  of  time  and  there 
has  been  an  almost  unanimous  approval.  We  shall  not  only  have  all  the  leaders 
of  the  past  year  back,  but  we  shall  be  able  to  bring  back  some  leaders  of  pre¬ 
vious  times  whose  duties  have  prevented  them  from  returning  at  the  early  dates. 

Of  course.  Dad  Waite  will  be  in  both  camps  at  least  part  of  the  time,  and  we  are 
hoping  for  a  visit  by  Wadjepi. 

FACULTY  AND  LEADERSHIP 

The  entire  1934  staff  will  be  back  plus  some  additions  from  earlier  years.  This 
means  an  increased  opportunity  for  every  camper.  Detailed  announcement  will  be 
coming  to  you  very  soon. 

PROGRAM 

The  revision  of  1934  was  so  heartily  approved  by  every  one  -  campers  and  leaders 
alike  -  that  plans  have  been  made  to  continue  along  this  line.  Of  course,  there 
will  be  improvements !  Every  teacher  has  said  almost  the  same  thing,  "1934  was 
fine,  but  now  that  I  have  had  one  year’s  experience  I  see  how  much  better  a  job 
I  can  do  next  year l"

sings  my  four-year  old,  but  the  way  to  Lond on-town  truly  is 
through  ages  of  tradition  and  custom;  through  the  literature 
and  art  of  centuries;  through  a  tangle  of  quaint,  old-world 
streets  and  lanes;  through  drizzle  and  rain  and  "pea-soupers" 
to  the  firesides  and  hearts  of  her  nine  millions.  All  the 
things  you’ve  read  about  London  are  probably  true.  ’’King 
George's  men"  in  scarlet  coats  change  guard  every  morning 
before  Buckingham  Palace.  There  is  pageantry  enough  to  fill 
volumes  of  story-books.  The  Tower,  centuries  old,  is  gray 
and  formidable,  and  on  a  misty,  foggy  London  day  one  can 
almost  see  in  the  shadows.  Lady  Jane  Grey  awaiting  the  block; 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh  writing  his  history  of  the  world,  and  the 
two  little  princes  murdered  by  Richard. 

Stand  on  Picadilly  with  London's  four  hundred,  or  down  in 
dockland  with  her  poor;  stand  and  listen  to  the  street-cries 
of  vendors,  or  the  offerings  of  pavement  artists  who  like 
Tommy  Tucker  "sing  for  their  supper"-  but  the  essential  throb  and  beat  of  London 
life  one  finds  by  living  the  life  of  the  people.  Then  one  finds  that  beneath 
the  surface,  under  difference  in  custom  and  usage,  life  is  very  much  like  ours 
in  America  ....  Although  at  first,  pounds,  shillings,  ponce  and  guineas  (which 
I  discovered  were  not  pigs  at  all),  the  pronounciation  of  many  words  like  toma¬ 
toes  to  become  "tomahtoos ,’’  differences  in  food,  heating  methods  and  coffee  (ask 
Kodaya  to  verify  this)  seemed  to  mako  a  grand  total,  in  my  new  life  and  experi¬ 
ence  of  great  differences! 

London  is  a  city  of  historic  bridges.  They  cross  the  Thames  at  frequent  inter¬ 
vals  carrying  her  teaming  millions  to  and  fro,  and  present  in  history  and  tradi¬ 
tion,  all  the  romance,  the  interest,  the  stately  pageantry  and  progress  of  a  city 
of  many  centuries. 

Tower  Bridge,  the  most  strikingly  beautiful  of  them  all,  is  guardian  of  the  Pool 
where  ships  from  every  corner  of  the  world  cast  anchor;  Australian  grain  clippers, 
Russian  passenger  ships,  picturesque  old  fishing  smacks,  ’’dirty  British  schooners" 
Dutch  traders  and  liners  from  the  Orient  move  in  and  out  with  the  tides. 

Then  comes  old  London  Bridge  with  its  strange  combination  of  nursery  rhyme  tradi¬ 
tions  and  its  gruesome  history.  It  was  on  London  Bridge  that  they  used  to  spike 
the  heads  of  people  decapitated  in  the  Tower,  and  leave  them  a  month  or  two,  as 
warning  to  all  those  who  desired  to  keep  theirs’.  The  volume  of  traffic  that 
pours  over  London  Bridge  every  day  denies  it’s  "falling  down." 

Waterloo,  Blackfriars,  and  Charing  Cross,  the  next  three  bridges,  as  one  proceeds 
up  the  Thames  through  London,  bring  in  daily  the  millions  who  live  in  Greater 
London  and  travel  in  and  out  each  day.  They  are  modem  "suburbia's"  entrance  to 
the  ancient  city.  Near  here  - 

"the  high  majesty  of  St.  Paul's 
Uplifts  a  voice  of  living  light  and  calls  - 
Calls  to  his  millions  to  behold  and  see 
How  goodly  this  his  London  Town  can  be."

Next  comes  Westminster  Bridge,  crossing  the  busy,  mighty  river  beside  the  Houses 
of  Parliament.  Here  ’’Big  Ben”  booms  out  the  progression  of  the  days.  Here  is 
the  Abbey  -»  for  almost  a  thousand  years  a  glorious  monument  in  stone  to  the 
faith  of  a  nation.  'Westminster,  the  heart  of  London,  the  pulse  of  an  empire  - 
touching  so  closely  the  life  of  every  nation  and  the  sore  spots  of  world  rela¬ 
tionships  . 

On  past  Vauxhall,  the  newest  of  London’s  bridges,  and  Chelsea,  one  of  the  oTdesV, 
to  Battersea  Bridge >  and  there  in  the  intensely  interesting  community  that  the 
bridge  leads  us  to,  Maurice  and  I  have  been  working  for  five  years.  The  communi¬ 
ty  around  us  seems  to  be  a  cross-section  of  life  itself,  containing  as  it  does 
the  homes  of  members  of  Parliament,  and  professional  people,  and  nearby  homes 
that  are  real  slums.  (One  street  near  us  is  called  "Little  Hell.”)  The  polit¬ 
ical  flavor  of  Battersea  is  a  potpourri  of  green  shirts,  black  shirts,  red 
shirts  and  other  more  or  less  conservative  colors.  Struck  as  it  was,  pretty 
severely  by  unemployment  and  depression,  we  began  to  feel  that  the  Church  must 
do  something  about  the  thousands  of  men  out  of  work.  So  we  began  work  among  the 
unemployed.  We  opened  our  Church  Hall  for  them,  started  a  second-hand  clothing 
department,  a  shoe  repairing  shop  where  materials  and  tools  were  provided  and 
the  men  do  their  own  work,  lectures,  games,  free  legal  advice,  tea,  etc.,  and 
the  work  has  continued.  I  wish  you  could  meet  and  know  some  of  our  men.  Jack 
Mills,  a  hunchback  who  hasn't  had  work  for  over  ten  years,  who  lives  with  his 
wife  and  five  children  in  two  tiny  rooms  and  yet  lives  a  radiant  Christianity 
that  works  miracles  in  oti' or  people’s  lives.  George  King,  once  a  Communist  lead¬ 
er  of  gangs,  has  thrown  that  same  driving  force  into  the  Jesus  Way  of  Living, 
and  is  now  a  Christian  revolutionary.  These  are  the  stuff  of  Christ’ s  army  in 
Battersea. 


It’s  a  lonely  job  and  a  hard  one,  to  be  aiming  at  complete  and  absolute  Christi¬ 
anity,  and  helping  other  people  find  the  answer  to  life’s  problems  in  the  raw, 
but  it’s  the  most  adventurous,  the  most  thrilling  one  I  know.  Living  at  our 
very  best  all  the  time  -  is  the  daily  ideal  of  every  Founder,  and  through  the 
years  we  are  constantly  seeking  the  way  to  be  our  best.  There  is  only  one  way. 
You  can’t  do  it  in  London,  or  anywhere  else,  without  Christ  at  the  center  of 
your  life .
